must seek an alternate approach." 


• The United States is by fair the 
world's largest food producer for 
export and is the key to the pro- 
posed plan. Under the plan, the 
U. S. was to sell its Surpluses 
either at low prices for currency

Truman Expresses 
Regret Over Loss 
Of Lilienthal 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24—UP)— 
David E. Llllenthal's resignation 
as U. S. atomic chief left 
wide 


open today the question of 
who 
will succeed him In one of the most 
Important jobs in the world. 


Lilienthal will quit as chairman 


of the atomic energy commission 
Dec. 31. President Truman 
an- 
nounced yesterday that he was ac- 
cepting the resignation "reluctant- 
ly and with the utmost regret." 


The 50-year-old former attorney 
became the first civilian head of 
the multi-billion dollar atomic pro- 
gram on Oct. 28, 1946. His term 
normally would have expired next 
June 30, along with those 
of the 
other four commissioners. 


Presidential Secretary 
Charles 
G. Ross told reporters he had no 
Idea whom Mr. Truman 
would 
name to the $17,500 a year post. 
Lilienthal, a controversial fig- 
ure 
throughout most of his 20 
years of public life and particular- 
ly in recent months as AEC chair- 
man, submitted his resignation No- 
vember 21, saying he wished to re- 
turn to private life. 
In a radio Interview (CBS) last 
night, he said "there Is only one 
time when a fellow can quit this 
kind of job—and that's when it Is 
going well." 
He added that he thought 
the 
secrecy-shrouded 
program 
had 
"come a long ways" in the three 
years he has directed it, adding: 
"I will say this, and sav it with- 
out any qualifications—I'm satis- 
fied that a good beginning 
has 
been made." 
> 
He may elaborate at a news con- 


ference Monday (10 a. m. EST). 
Llllenthal's resignation was not 
totally unexpected. 
There have 
been periodic reports that he was 
weary of the post and that he plan- 
ned to step out once he felt he had 
been cleared of the "incredible mis- 
management" charges made against 
him and the AEC by Senator Hick- 
enlopper.- -CR-Iowa).

But a minority report was sub- 
mitted by Republican committee 
members—headed by the Iowa sen- 
ator—sharply disagreeing. 
Hlckenlooper. former committee 
chairman and now Its ranking Re- 
publican -member, recalled yester- 
day that he had demanded Lillon- 
thal's resignation at the outset of 
the Investigation last May. 
"I look forward to a new stimu- 
lation in our atomic program," ho 
said in a statement Issued in Des 
Molncs. "This resingatlon has now 
been submitted and that phase of 
the matter is ended.'

ed regret at "losing a great public 
servant," He said Lilienthal had 
headed the commission ably. 
One White House Intimate told 
a reporter: 


"Make no mistake, the President 
hates like hell to lose Lilienthal." 


Lilienthal's resignation followed 
by two monhts Mr. Truman's an- 
nouncement of September 23 that 
there had been an atomic explo- 
sion In Soviet Russia. 


Since that time the commission 
has embarked on an accelerated 
expansion program, the cost of 
which Is expected to exceed $300,- 
000,000.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—UP)— 
The Soviet trading agency Amtorg, 
Its officials properly registered as 
foreign agents, is back in the good 
legal graces of the United States 
government today. 
The agency was handed a sus- 
pended $10,000 fine in federal court 
here yesterday on charges that its 
six top officers had failed to go 
on record with the Justice Depart- 
ment as agents of a foreign gov- 
ernment. 
U. S. District Attorney George 
Morris Fay said the State Depart- 
ment had recommended dismissal 
of the Indictment against the Am- 
torg 
officials 
themselves, 
on 


grounds that such action would 
serve , the best interests of this 
country In the conduct of Its for- 
eign affairs. 
The six officials are all Russians. 
The Justice Department, Fay told 
Judge Alexander Holtzoff, agreed 
with the State Department posi- 
tion. 
The Individual defendants thus 
disposed of, Fay asked the judge 
to accept a plea of nolo contendre 
by Amtorg. 
This, in essence, Is 
neither an admission or denial of 
guilt and means the defendant does 
not wish to contest. 
Judge Holtzoff then imposed the 


$10,000 suspended fine.

TEXAS FARMERS ASK 
100 PER CENT BASIC 
CROP PRICE SUPPORT 


DALLAS, 
Texas Farm Nov. . 24.—UP)—The 
Bureau 
Federation 
wants basic crop price supports 
boosted from 90 per cent to 100 
per cent. 


It asked the federal government 
to raise the supports in a resolu- 
tion adopted yesterday after hear- 
ing Sen. Lyndon Johnson warn that 
such supports may turn out to be 
"fools' gold." 


The resolution was adopted by 
the estimated 300 delegates at the 
final session of their 16th annual 
convention. 


The so-called basic commodities 
are wheat,' corn, tobacco, Cotton 
and rice. The federation said grain 
sorghums, oats, flax and cotton- 
seed should be added to the list. 
The federation raised member- 
ship dues from $5 to $10, This came 
after much debate in which Jack 
Lewis of Corsicana led the opposi- 
tion. R. V. Converse of Spearman 
championed the raise.. 


Without comment the group ex- 
pressed opposition to the Brannan 


plan for agriculture. 
The federa- 


tion said an emergency exists for 
storage space for baled cotton and 
suggested government loans for 
baled cotton stored in' the open. 
The farmers urged the govern- 
ment to move up the date for cot- 
ton loans from August 
to 
July. 
They asked the Commodity Credit 
Corporation to narrow the differ- 
ence In grading so the 
farmer 


could 
cotton.'get "the true value for his 


Senator Johnson was a principal 
speaker. 


He called farm price supports 
by the federal government artifici- 
al and junendurlng and said: 
"I believe you can, through your 
energies and your talents, someday 
eliminate the need for price sup 
ports on most of your crops."

The jury at the third trial.delib- 
erated nearly 20 hours before reach- 
nig a verdict. 


The small, 
chubby 
defendant, 


pale from two years In Sing Sing 
prison's death house,* rushed into 
the corridor outside the courthouse 
with tears In Is eyes. 


He dropped to his knees, kissing 


the shoes of his defense attorney, 
Hyman Barshay. 


Feldman married his wife 
In 


1940, 
after a marriage broker ar- 


ranged their meeting. A year later, 
the bride's mother died In agony. 


Two years later, Feldman's 23-year- 


old wife, then pregnant, was over- 
come with convulsions, and was 
taken to a hospital. Like her mo- 
ther, she died screaming. 


Her aunt, Mrs. Beatrice Hoff- 


berg, persuaded authorities to In- 
vestigte. The bodies of the two 
women eventually -were exhumed 
and their organs were found to 
contain strychnine. 


The state charged that druggist 


Feldman murdered his wife to ob- 
tain possession of her $50,000 share 
of her mother's Insurance. 


The court of appeals twice saved 


Feldman's life, holding that there 
were errors in the trials,

In will stop undor the agreement 
announced today by the Allied high 
commission with the West German 
government at Bonn. 


In return for sweeping Allied 


concessions, 
the West 
German 


rovernment agreed to join the In- 
ernational Ruhr Authority and 
'to maintain the demilitarization 
of the federal territory and 
to 
endeavor by all moans In its pow- 
er to prevent the re-creation ' of 
armed forces of any kind." 
The German 
government also 


promised 
full co-operation with 
he Allied military security board. 
This board was set up to keep 
Germany demilitarized. 
The communique announcing the 


agreement said the West German 
government "affirms Its resolve 
as a freely elected Democratic body 
:o pursue unreservedly the princi- 
ples of freedom, tolerance and hu- 
nanlty which unite the nations of 
Western Europe and to -conduct 
ts affairs according to those prin- 
ciples." 


The German government

WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—UP)— 
Did David Lllicnthal quit as chair- 
man of the Atomic Energy Cora- 
mission to make moro money, to 
have greater freedom to speak his 
mind, or because he was fed up? 


He was In public service 20 years. 


He had run TVA and since 1946 
has been chairman of the AEC. 
He didn't say precisely why he's 
leaving. He may do that at 
news confercnco Monday morning. 


He may be going into private 


" business to mako more money 
than the $17,500 he gets with AEC. 
In his letter of resignation 
to 


President Truman 
he said his 
years of public service have been 
rewarding, "except financially." 


Later in his letter ho said one 


of his chief reasons for getting out 
la that "I may be able to engage 
in public discussion and public 
affairs" .with greater freedom than 
he can while in the government 
But on atomic energy at least, 
there still will be limits on what 
he can say as a private citizen, 
just as there were on him as AEC 
chairman. 
Ho will not be able to 


disclose any secrets. 
He feels that congress has gone 
to extremes in the secrecy It's 
thrown around the atomic 
pro- 
gram. As a private citizen he will 
b« able to criticize congress In a 
way he couldn't before. . He cer- 
tainly got plenty of criticism—and 
plenty of praise—from congress- 
men. 


There' are other phases of the 
atomic program—the social 
and 


commercial sides of it—which he 
may feel freer to discuss when he 
la back in private life. 
Still, It was only a year ago that 
Ullenthal, probably the govern- 
ment's top management expert, 
bemoaned the government's diffi- 
culty in getting management ex- 
perts to work for It. In a talk to 
a group of scientists on Sept 16, 
1948. Ldllenthal said: 
"It Is never pleasant to be the 
bearer of sad tidings. But there 
is 
a disturbing 
situation 
that 
threatens the success of the atom- 
ic energy enterprise In this coun- 
try. 


"The fact can be simply stated: 
It Is the Increasing unwillingness 
of specially qualified (and badly 
needed) scientist?, engineers and 
management exports to engage in 
work for the government of 
the 


United States.... 
"That service has now taken on 


an extra, an added unattractive- 
ness, an added disability: The risk 
of undeserved Injury to a man's 
good name, his professional stand- 
ing and his peace of mind through 
anonymous 
vilification, 
through 
attacks from what may be petty or 
prejudiced or malevolent sources.' 
Now Lilienthal himself, a top 


management expert, is stepping 
out although only after doing whal 
he has publicly urged others to 
do: 
To give some years of their 


lives to government service.
